WASHINGTON—'(NBA) - 
Some five million survivor* of 
deceased worker* are draw* 
ing Social Security payments 
In this country. 


The fnco value of the sur- 


vivorship Insurance program 
Is said to range upwards of 
1700 billion. About 95 per cent 
of mothers and children In the 
nation have protection under 
It. 


There wa* a time when the 


whole government burden for 
caring for dependent children 
fell upon out-and-out welfare 
p r o g r a m * . But thi« has 
changed. 


In mid-1940, only 18,000 or- 


phans under age 18 wore 
drawing Social Security sur- 
vivors' b e n e f i t s . The total 
now Is in the ranee of two 
million. Meantime, the num- 
ber of orphans getting strictly 
welfare payments under the 
ald-to-dependent<hlldrdn^pr6- 
gram has been slashed in 
half. (For other reasons, this 
latter program has grown, 
over-all.) 


Social S e c u r i t y officials 
stress that maintaining Amer- 
icans' Incomes in old age is 
not just a matter of retire- 
ment benefits but is, cru- 
cially, a q u e s t i o n of sur- 
vivors' Insurance for widows. 
They can get little other help 
than that provided by Social 
Security, 


If t h e s e w o m e n have 


worked, they tend usually to 
have been ''secondary earn- 
ers" who have left the labor 
m a r k e t at a fuirly early 
stage. 


Under present law, widows 


who are not disabled can bo- 
gin drawing Social Security 
survivors' benefits as early as 
age 60. But if they apply for 
this payment before ai/c R2 
their benefits are somewhat 
reduced. 
At 62, the w i d o w of a 


worker who was properly In- 
sured under Social Security Is 
entitled to 82 and one-half per 
cent of her husband's 
"pri- 


mary 
benefit"-—what 
he 


would have received If he had 


lived to retire at age 6S, 


If she decides to start col- 


lecting at 60, she gets only 71 
and onft-half per cent of her 
'lute-husband's primary bene- 
fit. If she chooses age fit. she 
gets 77 per cent. 


Of course, If the widow has 


an unmarried child under IK 
or fl dUnbled child who suf- 
fered the disability before age 
18, she can begin getting sur- 
vivors' benefits even 'earlier 
than age 00. 


Social Security has another 


name for these, however— 
mothers' b e n e f i t s . They 
amount to 75 per cent of her 
deceased husband's primary 
benefit. And. unless she ha* 
In her care n disabled child 
who qualifies under the law, 
the mothers' 
benefits stop 


when her y o u n g e s t 
child 


reaches 18. 


Thereafter she cannot re- 


sume collecting Social Seen* 
rity checks until she herself 
b e c o m e s 60— provided also 
that she Is not married at the 
time. 


A widow aged 60 or older 


does not lose all survivors' 
benefits if she remarries. But, 
again, her payments may 
drop. Ordinarily entitled to 
82 and one-half per cent of 
her husband's basic benefit 
if she waits until she is 62 to 
collect, she will find this per- 
centage cut to 50 if she Is re- 
married. 


On the other hand, If she 


rates more on the hauls of her 
new husband's Social Security 
record, she will get the higher 
amount. 


When a worker dies, his 


parents can also collect sur- 
vivors' benefits, To qualify, a 
parent has to be at least 62 
and must have received at 
least half of his financial sup- 
port 
from 
the d e c e a s e d 


worker, The payment to one 
such dependent parent Li 82 
and one-hall' per cent of the 
worker's primary benefit. If 
there are two surviving par- 
ents, each gets 75 per cent.

hind her back and against her 
wishes, mostly while she was 
out of town. 


Besides, she says, the seclud- 


ed road is used for a "lover's 
lane, and I don't have to stand 
for that kind of thing." 


The local postmaster has re- 


ported the fence to his super- 
iors, saying it blocks a mail 
route. Rogers and Jenkins have 
had a frustrating go at the 
barbed wire through official 
channels. 


First they went to the police 


Juror elected from their district 
but claimed they got no satis- 
faction. The district attorney 
was called in and he said he 
would write a letter telling the 
widow to take the fence down. 
The letter brought no results. 


Then 
they swore out the
